tary. Although the remunerati 
paid that official has not been ai 
tered since 1928 one ratepayer criti 
cised the council for paying the secre 
tary his present salary and advise 
them in his opinion the salary shoul 
not be set according to what othe 
municipal districts were paying no« 
according to the man’s qualification 
but that the main object wis to 
eure some one who would do the wors 
for less money, On being questione 
he admitted that he did not hire hi 
own help in that manner. On re 
quest of another ratepayer extract; 
were read from the fin neial repo 
of a neighboring = municipality an: 
compared with similar ttems fror 
our own financial statement. Thes 
showed that although the secretar 
of that muncipal district had beer 
paid $2,800 last year there was 
still owing him at the end of th: 
year somewhat over $200 and tha 
on December 31st last there stood 0 
his roll uncollected taxes ;mountin: 
to over $200,000 whereas the uncol 
lected taxes on the roll of this mun 
icipality at that date were less tha 
$27,000 and the sjlary of our secre- 
tary is only $2400, 

The next item on the progr m wa 
that of road work discussion, 

The reeve gave a short. address 1: 
which he brought out the ?0Mowins 
important facts: 

1 That this municipality is respons 
ible for the building and maintaining 
of at least 400 miles of road, 

2, That the average cost of buila 
ing one mile of road is approximatel; 
$600. 

8, That when built ih will cost ne 
less than «n average of $30 per mil: 
to maintain. 

4| That maintenance charges — will 
continue to increase as the buildiny 
program proceeds, 

5. That the sverage cxpenditure 
for the past five yenrs is only suf- 
ficient to cover maintenance charges 
when all roads are built. 

6, That it is impossible to both 

build rnd maintain our roads on the 
amount of money now set aside each 
year for that purpose, 
7. That if a permanent road pro 
gram is to be carried out mone: 
therefore can only be secured by ar 
fmerenee in taxation.
